“Experience keeps a dear school.” The 
remainder of the quotation need not be 
mentioned. Hongkong has had a four 
acl experience of the Public Health and 

uildings Ordinance, and the Commission 
which sat to inquire iuto the irregularities 
to which that measure gave rise has en- 
abled us to count. the cost. No one doubts 
the genuineness of the motives and the 


-hopes of reform which inspired its framers, 


but the clumsy and overladen Ordinance 
was drawn up without a knowledge of 
human nature as it is found in Hongkong 
and without a due appreciation of the 
economie conditions under which the masses 
live. It is very humao, we know, to adopt 
the “I told you so” attitude after the 
event, but we cannot restrain a conscious- 
ness of satisfaction that the Daily Press was 
among the earliest to express the conviction 
that the attempt to abolish cubicles had 
fuiled and that instead of improved sanitary 
conditions in the houses of the thousands of 
poorer Chinese there were worse. In 
February of last year articles appeared in 
our columns setting forth this view and 
showing how the Ordinance created un- 
necessary hardships without effecting any 
betterment in the conditions of the people. 
Then the Commission was appointed, and 
the exposure of the uselessnees and danger 
of the objectionable section followed. In- 
deed the recommendations of the Com- 
missioners on the cubicle question are the 
moat. valuable in the report, a fact which 
has been realised by the Government 
and led to a change of attitude which 
reflects credit on the responsible officials. 
When mistukes are made and pointed out 
it is well to recognise them and to profit 
by the experience gained. 

It will be remembered that by the 
Public Health and Buildings Ordinance 
of 1903—which it was hoped would 
be the last word on a thorny subject 
it was anticipated that builders would 
be forced to erect suitable houses 
which would contain legal rooins. But 
apparently the speculation was not regarded 
as attractive and the old type of tenement 
houses, about fifty or sixty feet deep, with- 
out lateral windows, was continued. Yet 
cubicles had been abolished by law. How 
could the old-fashioned type of louse be 
made to pay? Very easily. No matter 
how cnrefully any legislation may be drawn 
a way to evade it can always be found, 
especially by such.an inventive people as 
the Clinese. In this instance the wooden 
partitions were r.moved, thus complying 
with the law, but in their place a;peared 
sacking or curtains dividing the little 
apartments. Nt only did the latter afford 
less privacy but they constituted a menace 
to health. Naturally the Chiuese found the 
measure very repressive. The wisdom of it 
was not apparent to them and as it expose! 
them to harsh treatment and a series of 
harassing visits from Government minivns 
their voices were raised in complaiut. 
Nothing however was done but now that 
the Commission has focussed opinion on the 
subject something will be done. The 
Government hae realiced how iw practicable 
were its attempts to abolish cubicles by the 
mere passing of an Ordinance, and it has 
decided. to go back to the conditions prevail- 
ing before 1903. Cubicles are to be ullowed. 
Each house and each floor is to be assessed, 
giving the number of cubicles permissible 
according tg the space, a policy which is 
certain to be appreciated by the Chipese. 

And yet with this concession—which the 
economic conditions demanded—the problem

of the housiog of the people is still un- 
solved. How important it is that the 
community should be housed under healthy 
conditions is admitted by everybody who 
gives the subject a thought, but some 
how there seems tobe an aversion to 
seriously face the problem and to try 
for a solution consistent with tho enligbten- 
ment which British administration is 
supposed to mean. It is no compliment 
to Western civilisation that whatever 
advantages life in Hongkong may mean 
for the natives it does not provide them 
with as good living accommodation as 
they would find in Chinese cities. The 
system of housing here is unique. It is 
neither European nor Chinese. It is a 
combination possessing the defects of 
both with the advantages of neither. As 
has been pointed out before in the Daily 
Press, the question is one for the con- 
sideration of builders as much as for the 
Government. With a city situated as 
Hongkong is, built at the base of a 
hill, with a population giving to swarm- 
ing in vast aggregations, the authori- 
ties will find it well nigh impossible to 
bring about unaided a better system of 
housing. Unless they are assisted by 
landowners and builders they can effect 
little improvement in existing conditions. 
Nevertheless it remains for the Government 
to take the initiative. ‘The fact that 
overcrowding exists is no reason for adding 
to the evil by sanctioning the erection 
of additional houses in congested areas. 
With cheaper dwellings provided in out- 
lyiog districts at rents which will make 
it worth the people's while travelling the 
greater distance—a condition which sboul:d 
ue rendered possible by the reduced 
value of the land—the questiun of over- 
crowding would adjust itself in time. 
That it is possible to build more suitable 
houses for Chinese and yet show a profit is 
an opinion we have expres:ed bef.re, aud 
with His Excellenvy the Acting Governor 
of the same mind it ought not to be long 


before we eee the experiment tried and ils 


success proved. If speculators hesitate, His 
Kixcellency might show them the way. We 
don’t sugyest that the Government should 
embark on undertakings which have hither- 
to been Jeft to private enterprise, but an 
experiment conducted by the Government 
in the interests ‘of public health would not 
be disregarded by landowners, property 
owners and builders. A ‘“ model” block of 
wurkmen’s tenements should be a remunera- 
tive experiment, and the builders would 
hardly oppose it a8 unfair competition under 
the circumstances. 


CHINA TELEGRAPHS. 


spake aa Ce 
( Daily Press 17th June). 
As an indication of the perverse spirits with 
whom China has to deal in her path towards 
reform, we may point to a recent attempt to 
amend the Tariff for inlaud telegrams which 
has been so high as seriously to bamper the 
trade of the country; and not only to do so 
but as a natural. sequence to prevent the 
revenue from this source ever reaching a 
paying standard. The revenue derived |-y 
the Government from its system of | mperial 
Telegraphs has, iu fact, never had fair play ; 
and has never repaid the country for its 
outlay ; though doubtless indivituals, and 
wore especially the late Director, and « few 
of his friends, have contrived to feather 
their nests to s'me purpose. When first 
China found herself at war with France, 
and afterwards with Japan, the construction 
of telegraph lines impressed itself upon the 
Government, dnd there were found no 
obstacles of Fengshui or outcries against 
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foreign innovations to stop the way. ‘Tele- 
graphs had not been introduced for ‘the 
benedt of trade, nor were the fnterestdof - 
merchants at all considered in “their On- 
struction. It was seen, indeed that.somé.of 
the expenses of keeping up the lites might be 
got back if they were thrown open to the- 
public, nad so a tariff, needlessly high, if the 
object of the lines were mercantile, was 
decided on, seemingly in consultation with 
the manager of the Great Northern Line 
who for reasons of his own did net care to . 
see too low rates in contrast with those of 
his own company. Whatever was the in- 
tention of the Government with regard to 
the lines, the accommodation of the public 
was the last thing that e--tered its mind, and 
so from the very beginning the control of. 
the telegraph became a private affair in the 
hands of the appointed Director, the then 
well-known SHena SwaAnuwe!, more fre- 
quently known by his usual title of SHena =| 
Taotai. Following the customary practice 
of Chinese Government appointments, 
no accounts were required to be kept 
the Director making his own private 
arrangements at Peking, and for the rest 
pursuiog the good old plan of appropriating 
all he could. Manifestly under this happy- 
go-lucky system, it was SHxno’s interest to 
say as little as possibl> about tariffs, and to 
tanke as few changes as possible, lest too 
much attention should be drawn to the little 
perquisite. But naturally he had to pay 
ior keeping the affair dark; and one 
of the little exactions that he found him- 
self unable to control was that every official 
who fancied that he had influence at Peking 
conceived himself entitled to use the line for 
hig own private purposes, aod under the 
pretence of eending ernment messages 
insisted on using the line as his own private 
property. It ix one of the worst features 
of such a system of finance that it opens 
the door to al! manner of irregularities, and 
Suena’s control of the telegraphs was onn 
par with all the rest of the financial 
administration of China. At last mutters 
came to a crisis, and SHENG, who, in spite 
of his nominal promotion to the rank of 
Kung Pao, has been steadily losing ground 
at Peking, was relieved of the office, and a 
new Director under a salary of Tls. 1,000 
per mensem appointed, Taolai Yane 
Wancaun. Apparently ‘faotai Yana sees 
possibilities in the wffair which Sexe has 
beeu anxious to c neeal, and his first act on 
taking over the administration bas been to 
boldly memorialise the New Board of 
Communications for permigsion to reduce 
by fifty per cent. the present charges. For 
some tine, it may be 1emembered, the same 
SHENG SWANHWE! has been alao at the head 
of the railway administration, aad apparent. 
ly the sume system hag been in ful vogue 
there. There is at least liftle doubt that 
the Government has never received its fair 
share of the traffic receipts, while the whole 
thing bas been carried on igéan equally 
ignorant aud wasteful manner, and etna 
ences have been the rule all rouad, while no 
encouragement has been held oat for whole- 
gome increases. The Government has been, 
ot is true, largely to blame it:elf for killing 
the growing goods traffic by the exaction 
of likin charges, but the miscuief thusdone . 
has been smali in comparison with that due 
\o the other abuses which under the family 
gratem of SHENG have grown and fattened - 
round the railway admmistration. But 
SHENG is by uo weans disposed to pase 
his carefully cherished sy tem, of exploitation 
of the revenues of Chinu to be extinguished 
without a struggle, and there are many 
more, such as he whv are pre to come 
to the rescue of a system under which: they 
have grown fat. What is it to them thag 
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the country has been suffering, if they, the 
cream of the land, have grown fat? Suena 
at all gyvents is determined to have the last 
word ; and there are plenty more who will 
back up his protest against the new scheme 
of the nominee of the Bosrd of Communi- 
cations. Yana, the new Superirtendant of 
the Telegraphe, is to have a salary of a 
thousand taels per mouth; doubtless SHewa 
and such as he, will inveigh againt tlre 
extravagance of such salaries; why a 
Viceroy is not allowed such a salary, 
and Vana, who is only a Taotai, id 
10 be placed under the new régime 
over the head of a Viceroy; the very idea 
is iniquitous. O€ course Peking can see 
th¥ough this very ‘hin veil of reasoning 
put Peking has its own reason for joining 
in the remonstrance. Suena had his own 
reasons for approving of the old régime ; 
the Government of the country, it is true, 
did not as a Government grow fat on the 
system, and wns nlways out. at elbows; but 
here again there wus a distinction, and a 
very pointed one. The Government ot 
China as a whole is very different from the 
Government as a collection of individuals, 
and SHENG, nnd those like him, recognised 
the distinction. A hint that SHENG was 
getting richer than was fnir was now and 
then found effectual in deflecting presents 
towards the Capital, and we have had recent 
evidences that even Princes of the Imperial 
blood ure not cusehardened against. their 
acceplance. Now Tuotui Yana, though he 
might officinlly seud far more money up to 
Peking, was out of his thousand taels per 
mensem manifestly incapable of making a 
present of an odd lakh now and then to a 
Prince, or it might be a favourite eunuch, 
or even occasionally the President of a 
Board ; and all these in their heart of hearts 
will mcst assuredly feel themselves bound 
to support Suexa Kuna Pao’s protest. 
Be form has, in fact, as we have mentioned 
repeatedly, to begin at the head. It is 
us¢less trying to reform a jor taotai, who 
however individually honest cannot be 
expected to stand the rack: t of Opposing 
the higher powers. The Board of Com: 
munications is doubtless taking  business- 
like view of the situation. The revenue of 
the Telegraph Administration is capable of 
great increase, and the ilcrease ig to be 
gained by a rcasonable reduction of the 
prerent excessive charges, and the abolition 
of preferences ; but both these things imply 
interference with practices deir to the 
highest in the land. The same may be said 
of the Railway and-the Customs, and the 
Likin, in fact of every branch of the 
Administration. ;

These watercolours of London 
scenes by this young Japanese put the 
watercolour studies of Japan by Mortimer 
MENPEs quite into the shade—a comparison 
that is as irresistible as ft may be odious. 
Aa it is the Japanese point of view that has 
chief interest for us out here, we may dis- 
miss the literary work of Mr. Lorri, 
excellent as it is, with a few lines. Less 
ambitious than Sir WaLtrer Besant's work, 
its renders, whether Londoners or not, will 
fiod this account of absorbing interest and 
undeniable charm. It is a series of word 
pictures, retrospective ns well as~ contem- 
porary, made by an artist rather than 
by a historian, although the historical 
interest hae no subordinate place. It shows 
us the salient features of the fascinating city 
and te'ls ns at the samé time their several 
stories. The editor has had the wit to 
further enhance the literary charm of the 
book by including an “essay” by the 
artist, in his own quaint English, coloured 
by his own native sentiment. Af:er a resi- 
dence of over nine years, Mr. Yosoro Mar- 
Kino loves London.. His pictures would 
prove it, if he had made no such declara- 
tion. He is also a great admirer of the 
London ladies, as who that has travelled 
and compared can fail to be. As an artist 
he regrets some “ miscontrast coloura” in 
their dresces, hut praises their general 
carriage and style. Bus-drivers and police- 
wen he bas an uffeetion for, and a respect 
for the London crowd—‘ except on two 
occasions, They were Ladysmith and 
Mafeking’s days.” Normally tie crowds 
please him. “They move on slowly and 
slowly—as slow as the watch handle, and 
one after another they finish the sight 
seeing.” The conversation of the shop- 
mau from whom he gets “morning papers

“It is 
not even necessary to have WarstTLer’s 
fanciful imagination to recognise the beauty 
to be found in dear, dirty London, although 
in a view from Hungerford Bridge the 
Japanese artist has r-licd ou the WarsTLER 
haziness. Very often, of course, what are 
cailed “+ ffecta’’ depend on mere trickery of 
technique, and Mr. Yosaio Marxino's 
methcds probably afford ample scope for 
professional controversy. We are less inter- 
ested in that, however, or in hisstrictly urban 
portraiture, than in his marvellous knack of 
catching the life and movement of the 
streets. The various ways in which skirts 
mty be lifted out of the mud seem to have 
afforded a special and interesting study. 
Kuch specimen is convincing. The faces 
are Enylish, or rather London faces—no 
sugyestion of the Oriental nbout them. 


All Londoners will understand and 
approve’ while noticing that it is 
London by night that appeals to the

“ BRITISH SUBJECTS.”

Although it was not expected that the 
discussions at Lhe Colonial Conference would 
lead to any immediate practical results, 
there bas Leen one subject upon which the 
meeting of the Premiers in London has had 
that effect. There can be little question 
that the Home Government were largely 
influence! in their d-cision not to advise 
thy Crown to veto the Transvaxl Indian 
Exclusion Act, by the opinions which were 
expreasad upon this and similar subjects by 
the representatives of different Colonies. 
The feeling upon this subject is undoubtedly 
very strong, and it must have been vbvious 
tu the Government that it would be an 
unwise policy to insist upon the Colonies 
receiving into their midst, immigrants who 
are for substintial reasons undesirable, 
either upon the grounds that the countries 
from which they came had treaty relations 
with Great Britain aud were entitled to be 
dealt with as on an equality, or upon the 
narrower, but in some respects mre tucisive 
ground that they were British Subjects and 
had, therefore, the right to be so recognised 
by uny Culony under the British Flag. !he 
foriner question is a difficult oue to veal 
with, but ic has been adjusted in recent | 
years by the introduction into: treaties of a 
clause as to right of residence in the 
respective countries of the contracting 
parties &xcluding the applicability of the 
privilege us regards such of the Qolon‘es as 
were unwilling to accede to it. In the past 
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this precaution has not always been taken, 
but no doubt in the future, the necessity 
for a clause of the kind in any new treaties 
or treaty revisions will uct be overlooked. 
That the Home Government cannot force 
Australia, New Zealand or South Africa to 
receive the subjects of Asiatic countries 
whom they regard as undesiralle citizens, 
will in the future be accepted as an 
established principle—and if the Govern- 
ment of any Asiatic country desires this 
pee se it will have to negotiate specially 
orit. 

The matter, however, at first sight 
appeared more difficult of solution in 
respect to Indian immigrants to the 
Colonies, as they, or rather the oratorical 
friends who took up their cause, were able 
to wrap themselves up iu the British fixg 
and, as they thought, to claim the full rights 
of British subjects. In an abstract point 
of the view, the argument looked almost 
unanswerable but a very simp'e arswer 
to it bas been the fortunate outcome 
of the recent Conference, aud the fact 
augurs well for the value in the future 
of some such means of Culonial repre- 
aentation at headquarters. It is pointed 
out that though Indians are in one sense 
British subjects they are not such in a way 
that will entitle them to everything that 
may be claimed by those of Europe: 
descent—and among those privileges that of 
absolute right to be received on an equality 
in Colonies having their own independent 
autonomy, may reasonably be considered as 
excluded. The Colonies have very largely 
made their own countries without much 
direct assistance even from the mother 
country and certainly withvut the aid of the 
Indians who now clamour to come in at the 
last moment and to share the advantages 
which they have not in any way contributed 
to produce. Toclaim this right merel  be-

The pledge 
operates only in the event of “unprovoked at- 
tack or aggressive action,’ and the war to 
follow must be ‘‘in defence of its territorial 
right or special interests.” If Japan declares 
war on America, which is most unlikely, 
Great Britain would uot be concerned under 
the treaty, though it might if the declaration 
came from the other side. Grait Britain is

There are some people who argue, on the 
lina that in Rome it is permissible to do as 
the Romana do, that those Sinifary officials 
who ‘syueezed " were not really dragging 
the name of Englishman into the mire— 
that they were not, in fact, positively 
dishonest at all. They had, it is suggested, 
merely substituted one code of ethics for 
another. Wehave in the past pointed out 
that. morals area question of latitude, and 
that in the Arctic circle it isa virtuous and 
public-spiritel act to give euthanasia to 
one's grandparents. That, was, however, 
merely academic, to provessome point now 
forgotten, and we are not sufficiently 
latitudinarian to sanction the implication 
that in practice frigid ethics will bear 
transplanting to torrid regions. Indeed, 
memory now awnkes to the fact that that 
wag the pint of politica iu questioa —the 
advisability or otherwise of missionaries 
e deavouring to make the creed of a loc ility 
universal. As the local sereants now id 
disgrace for doing ever as the R mans were 
actually algo “ doing the Romans,” it might 
have been exp cted that the chief coi- 
plaints would bave come from them, i.e. 
fiom the locil Chinese. Yet it was 
not so; the Chinese gave their evid-nce 
reluctantly; and the Officer Administering | 
the Government has publicly referred 
to the need of t:aching the Chinese that 
it is us wicked to offer a bribe ns to accept 
one. Leaving aside for a moment definitions - 
of terms lik: ‘ bribe” and ‘squeeze,’ 
will iz be anv easy thi1y to inculcate that 
lesson? That is a question. With the 
Chinese it would involve interference with 
*olS custoin”, at all times o difficuls 
matter with such a conservative people. 
Looking at the meaning of the words 
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moreover, it will be found that the Chinese 
do not endorse our definitions. They note 
a difference between “ bribes”? and “ cum- 
shaws” that we overlook, and the word 
“squeeze” is a foreign term often applied 
to transactions to which the Chinese would 
never dream of applying its vernacular 
equiralont. It is odd that a Christian 
nation, whose religion is all for giving, 
should exhibit such a general scepticism, 
not shared by the Oriental, with regard 
to the idea of “something for nothing.” 
Except in the advertisements of wily 
traders, the plrage ‘‘ something for nothing” 
ig not to be found in the lexicon of 
Christendom. Even the British Jaw is 
shy of any transfer of property without 
“ consideration” or “ value rece:ved.” The 
Chinese, Japanese, and other Orientals do 
seem 10 recognise that there may 
be such a thing as an out-and-out 
gift sometimes. It almost looks as if, 
by their attitude towards ‘‘cumshaws” and 
perquisites, they recognisa the uneven 
distribution of wealth, and acqutesce in these 
methods of adjustment. For generations it 
has been a fundamental principle with 
Chinese and Japanese that the rich should 
pay more than the poor for the same thing. 
In practice, although he is unaware of it, 
the foreigner operates reversely. The rich 
purchaser saves by taking a quantity ; the 
poor buying at retail pay much per cent 
more for their necessaries. In the Far 
Kast, therefore, your servant buying things 


. for you, at the favourable rates to which his 


station entitles him, adds his commission to 
bring the price nearer what you would have 
to pay if you went shopping yourself. The 
shopkeeper, ultimately recognising that the 
goods are destined for une whom he regards 
as wealthy, perhaps arranges with your 
servant for a division of the spoil. The 
foreigner calls ‘hat “squeeze,” but the 
Chinese do not. The foreigner is not being 
charged more than as a wealthy forcigner 
he ought to pay. This spirit, also, has 
given rise to the “cumshaw,” which finds 
scriptural sanction, by the way, in the 
reference to not muzzling the ox. 


CUBICLES.

Perhaps because it is unthinkable, no one 
seems to have thought of one simple solution 
of the cubicle question. Yesterday’s con- 
versations based on our report ef the 
Legislative Couucil mostly took a ton of 
satisfaction that the unofficial representatives 
had shown such unmistikable signs of 
their determination*to “stand no official 
nonsense.” We have published only one 
letter out of those submitted, selecting it for 
its brevity. Others merely said similar 
things at greater length. It is certainly 
gratifying to find that our chosen ar elected 
representatives are not of the “dumb, driven 
cattle clags,’’ and we fear that the Hon. Mr. 
May’s promise of sympathetic consideration 
will by maay people be discounted as a 
result of the official attempts to postpone 
discussion. As a matter of tactics, it might 
have been wiser for His ExceuLency to 


’ stretch a point, and let strict rules go. At 


the previous meeting he accepted the tacit 
indulgence of the Council, and spoke out of 
order, and the lesson he draws from the 
result is that “it just shows one ought 
never to break any rule.”’ That is a hasty 
conclusion, and, not to be too seriously 
maintained, All rulee require their 
exceptions, and after all, what harm has 
been done in the present case.

breaking of the ice’ will make it easier for 
those who will have to re-open the subject. 
We began by hinting at a simple solu- 


tion of the cubicle question which we 
fear will be considered “ unthinkable. ” 
Unlike the Hon. Mr. Potuock, we 


are somewhif appalled by the prospect 
of having to spend eight million 
dollars on the scheme for admitting more 
light and air to Chinese tenements in the 
City. That is a large sum, and an ex- 
penditure which, in the present depressed 
condition of business, ratepayers will hardly 
face with equanimity. If we—they—could 
be assured that the scheme of removing 
every third block of houses is likely to 
to be, as its suggesters Uslieve, a thorough 
scheme; if we could feel cortain that it 
would undoubtedly have the effect of 
materially reducing plague and other 
communicable disease,—then it would be 
the right thing to say “hang the expense.” 
Eight millions er eighteen—what matter, 
so such a blessing be secured. But is it 
certain: can we be so sure? If the answer 
be ‘‘ yes,” wea at once reply: “then let 
every third block of houses be remov- 
ed; and hang the extra expense. It 
would he worth it all.’ ‘The answer how- 
ever is not, or ought not to be, a categorical 
affirmative. Light'and air are good things, 
healthy things—no one disputes that; unless 
perhaps the Chinese themselves. But what 
is the good of taking pains to uprost your 
thistles if your neighbour lets his run riot ? 
From Canton, to say nothing of Macao or 
elsewhere, the plague thistle flourishes 
according to the favour of the seasons, aad 
its seeds come blowing into Hongkong. It 
will be retorted that if they find no dark 
cubicles they will fail to find lodgement; 
but that is too easy. It could just us easily 
be asserted that by making Chinese tene- 
ments more open, the bacilli would find 
readier ingress, Those who have followed 
the movement for erecting model dwellings 
for workmen as a municipal enterprise at 
Home have learned that a hygienic pigsty 
does not change swinish habits, nor era- 
dicate disease. This is language more 
offensive than we would deliberately choose, 
but plain speech is needed to reveal the 
issue. The Chinese are the chief sufferers, 
and it is the Chineze themselves who must 
be got to make the right effort. It is a 
mistake to peualize Hongkong landlords 
to no purpose. An official orator drew a 
would-be pathetic comparison between local 
tenements and local stables, but this 
reference to the fortunate “dumb four 
footed animals” rather impels us to ex- 
claim “ hoity-toity,” or some similar expres- 
sivism. If the Chinese coolie and his 
family shared the “ naked and unashamed ” 
innocency of the horses, the cubicle question 
would not have arisen; but there is an 
immoral microbe to guard against as well ag 
a plaguey one, and cubicles are nec-siary 
evils. The places to be compared with our 
typical tenements are not horse repositories 
but, the houses of the musses at Canton, 
where the plague comes from. But some- 
times Hongkong epidemics are sa‘d to be 
worse thau Canton epideivics. So much 
the better for our argument; the Canton 
tenements and streets are worse, from the 
sanitarian’s point of view, so it seems it 
really does not matter much what is done. 
These are points, not too coherently col- 
lected, for consideration. By abolishiag the 
cubicle ordinance, would we not save 
$8,000,000, get rid of the ‘present filthy 
rag substitutes, and have then only to see 
that the cubicles get regularly cleaned?

OUR IMPERIAL OUTPOSTS.

“Imperial Outposts’ is the title of one of 
Mr. Joun Murray's newest publications, 
ant probably of one of the most important. 
The author of the book is Colonel A. M. 
Murray, and Lord Roserts in a preface 
says it i3 up-to-date and of peculiar value. 
With such a distinguisued commendation 
there is no need for us to “review ” it, but 
its matter deserves and demands what 
attention we can give it. References to 
Hongkong by two such Service men naturally 
first attract our notice, and it is a little 
disconcerting to fiud that all Lord Rosgrrs 
has to say is a parrot-like repetition in the 
manner of the opium tract : 

“The chapter on Hongkong recalls the recol- 
lection of a war—the Cpium War of 18i0— 
which was probably the least justifiable war ever 
waged by Great Britain. Whatever opinion 
may be held regarding the policy of tha: war, 
every right-minded person will join the author 
of ‘ Imperial Outpost’ in his outspoken condem- 
nation of tke Indian opium traffic with China. 
hat traffic is iniqaitous and indefensible, and 
the sooner it can ba suppressed the better for 
British credit.” ; 

Thus Lord Roserts, who is not too old 
yet to remeinber that all the “ right -minded 
persons’’—they invariably claim that 
mouopoly—were not tong ago describing the 
Boer war as he describes the “Opium War.” 
Colonel Murray does see other things at 
Hongkong besides its opium hongs. He 
would rather that Great Britain had held 
Manila than either Hongkong or Singapore, 
because it commands both. “Given the 
posseasion of sufficient naval force, an 
American admiral can strike right or left, 
compelling his opponents to fight where it 
best suits his own purposes. Even without 
battleships, be says, the present China 
squadron represents a numerical — pre- 
ponderanca of naval strength, but he 
hopes the station will not be left 
for long without one or 
battleships. Then he’comes to the title- 
deeds of the ‘biggest port in the world,’ 
aud saya they ure unfortunately of bad 
origin. “No more unjustifiable war has 
ever been waged by a_ civilized nation. 
Cupidity was its cause, aud cupidity of a 
demoralizing nature, ‘The war can only ba 
described as a successful piratical attempt 
to force au illicit traffic iu a contraband and 
noxious drug on an unwilling people.” 
Truly the late Sir H. Portineer cannot 
have foreseen what violent language would 
one day be based on his despatches, which 
might have been more carefuily compiled 
if he had known more of the facts that were 
later unfolded. Hongkong harbour, the 
author goes on, after having eased his mind 
asin the quotution, is “ perhaps the most 
beautiful of ths world’; and is 
powerfully fortified.” He is lavish of super- 
latives, whether praising or damuing, and 
‘it is sulisfactory to know that the forts 
are armed with the hest guns obtainable, 
and are minned by a superb force of British 
artillerymea. The land defence is another 
matter,’ and the military authorities are 
hothered to know bow to hold an eleven 
mile froatier with the limited force avail. 
able. Sir Matrnew NatHan, it appears, 
offered the curious contention tha. “a 
frontier which is capable of attack is 
equally capable of defeuce,” but that was 
probably spoon-‘ed to a globle-trotter, for 
our late Governor was not devoid of 
a quiet humour, and could enjoy “ pul-

on. Mr. Pottock—At the last meeting of 
this Council when this bill was read for a first 
time your Excelleticy made somes observations 
with reference to the housing qrestion of this 
Colony, and more especially in conaection with 
cubicles, Your Excellency stated amongst 
other things that you were satisfied that the 
existing law relating to cubicles hae failed, and 
your Excellency also stated that you were in 
great hopes that the community as a whole 
would take the subject of cubicles into their 
most serious consideration, and try to arrive this 
time at some method of dealing with this 
question which will really settle it once for all. 

Tha CoLoNIAL SECRETARY—I don't see 
what this has to do with the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Potucck—It has to do with it. 
Tam perfectly in order. 

The CoLGniaL SecReTARY—It bas no value 
whatever. 

Hon. Mr. Pouiock - It is a very great im- 
pertinence on the pirt of the Colonial Seoretary 
to say it is of uo value whatever. I think, 
Sir. the hon, wember should be called to order. 
Iam aldressing your Excellency in Council 
with reference to tha remarks made by yoar 
Excellency with reference to the proposal laid 
onthe tab:eat the last meeting, and I think if your 
Excellency bad a right to address the Couucil 
on the qnestion of cubicles on the first reading 
of the bill, I have an equal right on the seo nd, 

His ExcaLttency—I think the hon, member 
ig rather under a misapprehension. 1 stated 
that I had a purpose for the few remarks 1] 
made. I said I should not be io order and 
asked the indnigence of the Council to allow 
me to make some remarks which were out of 
ocder. I certainly think it would be much 
more convenient if the hon. member would 
defer bis remarks till such time as a bill 
is submitted {o the Coucoil dealing with 
cubicles. We -are now dealing with a 
bill which deals with a different subject, 
and the onl- reason this bill is being 
introduced befcre the general amending 
ordivauoe is that (here are various papers hung 
up owing to want of legal power to grant 
-xemptions under section 175; hence the reason 
we putthis forward before the general amend- 
ment bill, I must rule the hon. member out of 
order in going into the general question. He 
must abide by ths rules of the Council. The 
statement I made the other day was a very short 
ove. [allowed another hon. mamber a good 
deal of lioencea to make a personal exptanation, 
but now the hen, member wants to go into the 
whole question, which, [ think, is very inoou- 
veuient. 

Hou, Mr. PotLtocK—I propose to make 
observations on your Exoellency’s remarks at 
the last meeting of the Council. I claim my 
right to do go, 

His kxceLLENcy—If the hon. member 
insists it just shows that one ought uever to 
break avy rule. 

Hon. Mr. Pottock—I do not see why I 
should not be allowed to anawer your ix. 
cellenoy’s observations on the first reading. It 
is @ monstrous thing for your Excellency, 
administering the Government, to claim a 
liceuce which is denied to me, 

Ais ExceLuency—I did not claim it I 
asked the leave of the Couneil, 

Hicn. Mr. Pottock—It is not likely any 
member would iatervene. 

His ExceLLtency—The hon. member may 
go on. ross 

Hon. Mr. Hewett—Will you excuse me, Sir. 
There is one point to which I would Jike to 
refer. 

His EXCELLENCY—Yon are cerlainly not in 
order now. I don’t know what you are speaking 
to, 

Hon. Mr. Pottock—In my remarks to this 
Council I cannot refrain from expressing 
extreme surprise at the attitude you bare taken 
up upon the question of cubicles, and I have 
every right to express that turprise because your 
Excellency bas made remarké which you eay are 
not to be oriticised until the propar time comer, 
Your Excellency stated truly that the question 
of cubicl-s is one of the most important with 
whioh this Couvoil has to deal, and you laida 
certain proposal before the Council and as far as 
I know it was submitted to the Council for the 
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first time at the last meeting. I think Sir,.as 


it isan important question, as you stated, and. - 


as it is a question with regard to which your 


Excellency admitted there has been failure—. 


complete failare—that we cannot take too carly 
an opportunity of addressing ourselves to this. 
uestiou with a view to putting an end to that 
ailure—failure is by no means too s'rong a word 
to apply to the past sanitary polley on the ques- 
tion of cubicles. It seems to me, 80 seca ouhieles 
are concerned, that your Excellency is quite cor- 
rect in stating thatan important point which will 
have to ba borne in view in the futare is the ques- 
tion of the provision of lateral windows, But, Sir, 
1 do not agree with a'l the suggestions which 1 
uoderstand were put forward by the Government 
in connection with this matter, With regard 
to the best sechame in connection with cubicles, 
speaking for myself, I think there can be no 
doubt that the best scheme laid before the 
community so far, is the scheme mooted roote 
four years ago, namely, that in Chinatown 
upp-r storeys of every third house should be 
pulled down with a view to the provision of: 
lateral windows for tho huuses standing on either 
side. I understand, Sir, there was au objection 
raised against this being dono in view of the 
fact that the walls of houses on oither side of 
the house proposed to be pa'led down might 
require strengthening, or in some instanves 
rebuilding. I think, Sir, however, that 
thie scheme is such a good one, that suoh 
difioulties as I have mentioned ought not 
to stand in the way of its being adopted. No 
doubt means o.n be found for strengthening 
the walls, or if that is impracticable, for 
rebuilding them. It is simply and solely a 
questiou of money. There is nothing impossible 
in the operation, 

His ExcsLuency - Have you any idea how 
much money would be involved ? 

Hon. Mr. PoLtock—No, but I would be 
glad if your Excellency would inform me. 

His ExceLLency—At the lowest computa- 
tion, $8,0U0,0U0, 

Hon. Mr, Pottock~For the whole thing ? 

His ExcatLencr—That is correct. 

Hon. Mr. PotLock—Your Excellency ap- 
parcntly thought I was going to b9 knocked 
down by thcse ligures. I am not, as I was quite 
prepired to know that oa 
expenditure would be incurred. $8,900,000 does 
not appear to mea very large sum to oarry out 
a scheme which, nolike many schemes in the 
past, will by a thorough scheme. I think this 
scheme, Sir, is the only one I have ever heard of 
for settling the question once and for all, So 
far thare has b on a certain amount of tinker. 
ing. I quite agree with your Excellency that 
in sanitary matters there bas been considerable 
improvement since the plague ye.r of 1894, but 
your Excellency frankly admits that the 
setilement of the cubicle question has failed, 
I don’t myself feel alarmed if this very 
necessary matter sbould involve a cost of 
$8,0.0,' 00, and I em not at all sarprised to hear 
it will iavolse something in the neighbourhood 
of that expenditure. Your Excellency and the 


I Submit we shall 
have an enormous sanitary improvement in the 
Colony. 1t will ba an enormous boon to the 
Colony from the point of view of public health 
to have every third house in Chinatown pulled 
down, sod to have a frée current of air and light 
goiug through where every third house was. I 
think, Sir; that it isa big schame, but 4 is a 
scheme that should commend itself to the con- 
sid: ration of the community as deserwog of the 
epithet thorough beiog applied t8 it and as 
opposed to some half hearted and dilatory mea- 
sures which have been carried oat. 

His ExceLLENCY— Who is to bear the cost ? 

Hou Mr Poxttocet—I am coming to that 
Sir.

Counoil have to consider what ave shall got in - 
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would say this: It seems to me that it woald 
be s fair oompensation that the owners on 
tech’ sids of the house to be pulled down 
should contribate one third each towards the cost, 
and the Government tie rest. This is rather 
a rough idea of my own. The owners of 
houses on either side, I suggest, should con- 
tribute in the proportion I mentioo, because 
no doubt they will benefit considerably by this, 
in that they will be able to have a consider- 
ab'e number of windows laterally put into their 
houses, a namber of rooms opening into external 
sir and legal according to the public 
Health Ordinance. Therefore it is only right 
Sir, that they should contribute to this matter, 
and I see from a proposal Isid before the 
Conunoil at the last meeting that the Government 
intends apparently (o allow in case of lateral 
windows ooertain concessions with reference 
to gpace aud internal air space. With reference, 
Bie to it being right and proper for the 
Goverament to grant some compensation, I 
would refer your Excellency to section 31:8 
of the English Public Health Act of 1875. It 
is clearly laid down there, Sir, that if radical 
sanitary improvemen‘s are ordered by the local 
authorities, owners of property are to receive oom 
pensation. In the present instance I don’t think, 
in view of the fact that owners of houses on 
either side gain considerable benefit, and in 
view of the -fact that the Government are 
prepared to meet them, that all these alterations 
should be carried ont at the public expense. T 
should like, Sir, before quitting this subject, to 
say again that this figure whioh your Excellenc 
mentioned, which I suppose would include the 
whole of the cogg-of every third house pulled 
down, does not #6m to me formidable in view 
of the immense gain to be accomplished. The 


Council of this Colony last year devoted a sum 
of e million or so of dollars to railways in the 
middle of China. If, Sir, we can do that, I 
don't see why, whens loan is proposed for a 
very necessary public matter hero in our 
long 
face and'tell us that this is a poor and 
bankrupt Colony, and cannot afford the loan 
for these urgent public works, I know, Bir, 
that is the usual attitude of the Govern- 
ment. Something must be done, and { think 
your Excellency will agree with me that the 
sooner it is done the better, and I don’t think, 
Sir, with all due deference fo the Government 
that any of the proposals laid on the table 
at the last meeting of conncil at all meet 
the case.. Your Excellency truly pointed 
ont at the last meeting of the Council that it 
is most desirable, with a view to the preven- 
tion of plagne and other diseases which cause 
great losses to the Colony, that if we are going 
to attack the hurning question we should attack 
it with epirit and settle it once forall. With the 
Government proposal to settle it once for all, 
it would take 80 or 40 or 50 years to effect 
apy considerable improvement. I think, Bir, 
we recognise that this is a very important 
question, and it is a question which cannot 
be attacked too soon. I ventured to bring 
forward these reffarks Sir, because it seemed to 
me, reading as I did about this most urgent 
question, that it was desirable something should 
be laid before the Council for discussion.

UAVID SABSOON AND CO. v. YUH WING FIRM. 

An appeal was heard by the Full Court, 
the Yue Wing firm. of 45, Jervois Street. being 
the appellants, and Messrs. David Sassoon 
and Co. of 8, Des Vaux Road, the respondents, 
The appeal was against an order made by the 
Chief Justice in Chambore, in favour of the 
plaintiffs in the original action. 

tir Henry Berkeley, instructed by Mr. F. X 
d' Almada e Castro, appeared for the appellants, 
the respondents being represented “by Mr. 
M. W. dlade, instructed by Mr. D. V. Steaven 
son (of Messrs. Deacon, Looker and Deacon). 

The claim in tke original action was for $4, 
being balance due from defendants to plaintiffs 
for goodg sold and delivered according to the 
uszal terma and conditions, 
also claimed the sum of $2,065, baing the 
difference between the price of goods sold by the 
plaintiffs to the defendants under three 
contracts entared into by the defendants dated 
May 2nd 1°05, March 22nd, 1906, and April 
31th, 1906 respectively according to particulars 
supplied in ohe contrac{s (and which contracts 
the defendants f iled to perform), and the 
amount realised by the sale of the goods by 
public suction on January 29th, 197, for the 
sum of $426 and auctioneers’ charges and ox- 
penses in connection with the sale. 

The appellants contended that respondents 
were not entitled toan order as it -as only a 
debt, or liquidated claim usder section 19 of 
the Civil Procedure Code. 

(he respondents held that the claim was an 
ordinary one for debt and damages for breach 
of contract, 7 

Sir Henry Berkeley—This is an appeal from 
an order made in chambers witbont the advant- 
age of counsel having baan heard on the point. 

The Puisne Judgo— Whose fanit was that ? 

Bir Henry Berkeloy—Nobody's fault. ‘rhe 
order was made under what in England is known 
as Order 14, the equivalent of that order hére 
being section 23 of the code, the section under 


The plaintiffs | 
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which the order is made. It is made in puar- 
suance of and in accordance with section 19 of 
the code, The curresponding order of the rule 
which appears in the margin to section 19 is 
Order 3, rule 6. Your Lordships will observe 
that section 19 starta with thess words, “ Where 
the plaintiff sees only to recover.’ If he 
seeks to recover anything other than a debt or 
liquidated demand be cannot endorse his writ 
specially, even though he is also seeking to 
recover a dabt and liquidated demand. [In other 
words, a plaintiff cannot specially endorse a 
writ both for a liquidated andan unliquidated 
demand. If he does so the endorsement is bad 
and apy judgment is entitled to be set aside. 
Dealing with the oliim, Counsel contended 
that a writ could not be specially endorsed for 
damages alone, or for damages coupled with s 
debt. Regarding that portion of the claim for 
$2,065, the measure of damages there would 
have to be determined by the market value of 
the goods at the time the contract was broken. 
Inquiry would be made as to what was the value 
of the goods at the time the defendants 


sold them and claimed between the contract 
price and the price realised. With reference 
j to the third item in the claim, $126 for auo- 
| toners charges and expenses, that was not a 
;debt nor a liquidated demand. Is was clearly 
‘a question of damages. Sammary judgment 
would not be delivered in chambers. 

Mr. Slade submitted it was recognised par- 
fectly plainly that any liquidated demand, not 
liquidated damages, could be r-covered on a 
specially endoraed writ, ‘‘ Liquidated” meant 
a fixed and ascertained amount, so where there 
was a fixed and ascertained amount demanded 
in the writ, arising on a contrac’ expressed or 
mplied, it could be recovered by sammiury, 
judgment. 

The Puisne Judge—You mean liquidate] at 
the date of the writ ? 

Mr. Slade—Asocertained. Proceeding, he 
suid, reapondent took the necersary steps to 
ascertain his damages. He sold the goods by 
putlic auction, the ascertained damages after 
the sale being the difference between the 
ret proceeds of (he sale and the pri-e of the 
goods. If appellants had filed an affidayit that 
the sale was not of & proper kind, there would 
be a defence as to tle quantam of the action, 
and the case would have to go to trial. 

The Chief Justice—I very often have to give 
leave to a defendant as to the amount ouly, 

Mr, Slade—It frequently has to be done, and 
could have been done by the defendants in this 
care, And unless they do that, wheu the plain- 
tiff bax taken the proper course regarding his 
demand against them, he oan recover on a 
specially endorsed writ.

Later deceased descended from the thi 
floor, entered the room in which they were, 
sat down, and accused offered him a drink, 
but he did not accept. Suddenly a beer bottle 
was thrown on: the ground, and in a moment 
the four men had arisen and set upon the de- 
ceased. Overpowered by numbers the deceased 
was roughly handled, and in addition toa frac- 
tared skull received several other injaries, the 
nature of which went to show that sharp in- 
struments had been used in inflicting them. 
There were present when the assaalt occurred 
the keeper of the boarding house, his wife and a 
servant. After the attack deceased made his 
way up to another floor in a dying condition, 
and a slight blood trail marked his steps. He 
appeared to have gone with considerablo celerity,__ 
because the aconsed who went up after him _ 
could not find him. Decaased succeeded in get- © 
ting into the verandah of the house next door 
where a Chinese resident, hearing a fall and on 
going to the verandah, found him. The de- 
fendants then went to the house where the 
deceased lived at Praya East, asked his con- 
oubine where he was, and stated that they 
meant to kill him. ‘The four acoused were 
arrested at various times and places after the 
affair had been reported to the police, 

Mr. Slade—I submit on the Attorney- 
General's openiog that he has not shown any- 
thing more than a case of manslaughter. 

His Lordship—I didn’t catch the whole of 
His speeoh owing to the noise made by the 
electric fans. 

Mr. Slade—On my learned friend's opening 
statement I don’t see that he can bring a charge 
of murder.

Becange, if there was any raasonable 
doubt that these men were not there, then the 
jary must necessarily bring in a verdict of not 
guilty. In considering that question they 
would have to come to a determination as to 
whether the evidence given on behalf of the 
Crown was sufficiently trustworthy to enable 
them to rely upon it, ‘he Attorney-General 
suggested that the witnesses he called were 
inclined to conceal the truth, a most extra. 
ordinary thing to say about bis own 
witnesses when there was no evidence to show

Like most of ber 
countrymen who return from that land of 
promise, she appeared to be fairly well 
provided with this world's goods.

DRAGON BOAT FESTIVAT.. 


The Dragon Boat festival was celebrited oa 
Juce 151h with some of the old time picturesque- 
ness at Aberdeen, and as usual attracted a 
large number of visitorr, which inclnded His 
Excellency the Acting Governor, Mrs. May, 
and a large party. Three boats all belonging to 
the neighbourhood of Aberdeen participated 
in fle day's proceedings and with L[ne- 
pector Dymoni directing the arrangements 
the evants ware perhaps more orderly than they 
would have been with ut European supervision. 

‘l'here were four races, aod in all the excite- 
ment was of the keenest. Victory did not 
always rest with the same boat, and at the close 
it would probably be found that honours were 
fairly even, an exception perbapa being made 
in favour of the lucky crew which secured the 
special prize presented by His Excellency. 
The winners in this instance were also rewarded 
with the hearty plaudits of the many onlookers,

TRAVELLER, 


INTERESTING VISITOR TO HONGKONG. 


The fullness of years that bring grey hairs 
aud wisdom, plus a broad intelligence and 
unofligging amiabilify make a woman a very 
queen sometimes, though her dominion Le but 
tue hearts of friends. Suoh a qaeen held court 
on June 17th at the King Edward H tel, in the 
person of Mrs. Dossibai Cawasjee Jussawalls. 

Accompsnied by her two sons, this venerabla 
lady, aged 73 yeare, is making her third vi it to 
E urope, this time via Chioa, Japan, and America. 
At Hongkong she bas been paid respectful hospi- 
tality by leiding citizens, Parsee and other. 
To her on that afterason, ss on other days, 
went numerous callers, including forsign ladies 
bsaring tribate of flowers, and a representative 
of the D-i/y Press was also per mitted to pay his 
respsols, Referencas to her career and personality 
in the Times of India mide her an object of 
considerab‘e interest. Fitty years ago she was 
the pioneer of English education for Parsee 
ladies, and suffered for a long time the 
displeasnre and oonsure of the orthodox 
Zoroastrians, but now they praise instead 
of blame Parsee ladies are atill good Zoroa- 
strians and their foreign accomplishments 
are no longer coaosidered a drawbaok. 

Mrs Dossibai was in Englaod a short time 
ago, and amiled when a tentative reference 
to the “Suaffragettas’ was made, “I am no 
politicivn,” she declared. and woall not pass 
any opinion ag to the political statas uf woman 
eitherin Indianr England. ‘That they should 
all bs allowad to enjoy a good education was 
the most she olnimad for her sex, and, of 
course, freedom to travel. 

“Travelling is good for both mind and 
body,” she said, and offered herself as 
s living example. At 73 years of age, 
with flishing eyes, a healthy appetite, sad 
brave xpirit, she pursues a round the world 
trip with tha fearlessness of a young man. 
With Hongkong she is not partioularly 
pleased, though it has pretly soenary and very 
kind people. But itis so hot; yer, muoh hotter 
than India. 

Having o2me 80 recently from India, p rhaps 
she could pass an opinion ato the tras s'ate 
of affairs there, apropos th» reports of dis- 
affection No. She bslieved wioxed men wire 
going about trying to beced truable, bat 
if the papers told us the great ma-s of 
Indian people were not loyal to the Emperor 
and Empress, they told that which was not 
trae. She herself was taking for exhibition at 
Tokyo, Dublia, and America, a cap embroidered 
with pearls and gold thread by her own hands, 
without the nid of spectacles which later on 
she hoped the Queen might be gracious enough 
to accept from her. Fine work? It was 
kind of the visitor tosdmire it so much. Over 
that medallion showing the sce of the late 
Queen Victoria, there was still to go a big 
diamo nd. : 

England was a dear, beautiful place, She 
loved it, and was glad to go there once more. 
Long ago, nearly sixty years ago, she 
made many friends there and wrote many 
letters. She used to attend parties at Govern- 
meot Tiouse, and remembered th@ great 
Lord Lytton and his lady very well. They 
were very grent friends. Queea Wictoris eat 
her a special invitation to attend the 1887 
Jubilee. In 1878 she toured all over Kurope, 
interviewed the Pope, and went up in a balloon 
at the firat Paris Exhibition. Seo, bere I 
have a sonveoir, in this great gold medal. 
They eaid I was brave then; I was young io 
those dsys—and the dear old lady alrmoat 
seemed ready {o apologise for not repeating such 
wonderful performances now. Yes, it was true 
she was writing her au‘obiography, and that 
it would be published- before very long. She had 
many, many things to putin jt; bat just now 
she must not neglect the ladies who had so 
kiadly called to bring her flowers. It was good 
to come and talk with her, ané the newspaper

In this he re- 
mained for three days without food, so he had 
sfairly rough time of it, When found b 
one of the Customs officials he was dotatned, 
and an inquiry held, after which he was brought 
back to China. 

His Worship—I have tried a large sumber 
of stowaway cases, and feel sorry for these 
people, ag those assisting them actually get 
money from them.

His Worship—Do you know whether this 
msn paid anything ?

€ OVERNMENT CONSENT TO INCREASE OF 
° ; CAPITAL. 


The recent resolutions confirmed by share- 
holders of the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank. 
ing Corporation at an extraordinary meeting 
for the increase of the Bank’s capital from ten 
to fifteen million dollars, have been approved by 
Government, and in the current Gazette the 
conrent of His Excellency the Officer Adminis- 
tering the Government has been proclaimed. 
The proclamaticn reads as follows :— 

[%. 8.) FRANCIS HENRY MAY. 
Officer Administering the Government. 

By His Excellency Francis Henry May, 
Companion of the Most Distinguished Order of 
Beint Michael and Saint George, Ortcer 
Administering the Goverument ard Commander 
in Chief of the Colony of Hongkong and its 
Dependencies and Vica-Admiral of the aame. 

Whereas by section 2 of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation Ordinance 
1907, it was provided among other things that 
it should be lawful for {he Company notwitb- 
standing anything contained in seotion 22 of 
the Principal Ordinance (being the Hongkong 

¢ and Shanghai Binking Corporation Ordinance 
1666), or in the Deed of Settlement therein men- 
tioned from time to tima to extend or incraasa 
its capital for the time being by the-creation and 
sale of new shares so as the same was made with 
the consent of a general (extraordinary) meetin g 
of the shareholders of the Company to be special- 
ly called for that purpose and with the oonsent 
previously obtained of the Governor and under 
such conditions and provisions as he might 
think fit, such coneent being evidenced by 4 
ontification or proclamation to that effect under 
the hand of the Governor and published in the 
Gazette, and so ag the total amount of the capital 
of the company should not exceed the sum of 
twenty millions of dollars.

ARMED ROBBERS AT SHANGHAT. 


For a man who loves exciting advertures, the 
Shanghai policeman’s lot is a bappy one, as the 
following narrative from the N.O. Daily News 
of June 11th shows. Three or four days ago 
the police received information that a vang of 
eighteen men had arrived in the Settlement 
from Nauking with the intention of looting a 
pawo-shop in Woochow Road, Hongkey. 80 
good was their information that they were aware 
at what time the robbery was to fake place, but 
at first there was some doubt as tn the locality 
in which the gang had taken up their quarters, 
It was not until Sunday morning that the native 
detectives discovered that a portion of the gang 
was staying at 698 Park Road. All Saturday 
night portions of the Settlement were patrolled 
by rossea of armed police, bat for some reason 
or other the raid did not take place. Atl0a.m. 
on Sunday Inspector Mackintosh, Det. Insp, 
Armstrong, Det. Sergt. Irown, aud a party of 
armed Sikh and foreigu police mustered for a 
raid on the Park Road premises. ‘IJ hey had 
already started when a native deteotive and a 
Chinese soldier arrived at the house, and the 
alarm was given, ‘he robbers made a desperate 
resistance ard fired several shots, wounding both 
the detective and the soldier. Attracted by the 
sound of the firing a detachment of Sikh police 
which was on its way baok to the Sinze Station 
surrounded and entered the premises, and when 
Inspector Mackintosh’s force arrived on the 
scene they had captured four men. The premises 
were searched and three loaded revolvers were 
discovered. two of which had b2en fired, as empty 
chambers testified. he native detective and 
the soldier were both bit; one bad two fingers 
shot off and the other was wounded in the 
fleshy part of the arm. ; 

The capture of these men provided a olue to 
the whereabouts of the rest of the gang, and 
the police spent the greater part of Sunday in 
searching for them throughout the Settlement, 
In the evening they succeeded in arresting four 
more men in Sipza Road, who were identified 
by those already in castody as part of the band 
No fire-arms were found on the persons of 
these men, but they had in their possession a 
peculiar pattern of bay which is said to have 
been served out by the chief of the band. The 
men all came from Nanking, and it is alleged 
that their leader is wanted on a charge of 
murdering two officials who endeavoured to 
effect his arrest ia Anhui province io February. 

The eight prisoners vere brought up at the 
Mixed Court yesterday morning before Mr. 
tao and Mr. Barton, and after the evidence 
against them had been taken six of them were 
sent into the City while the other two were 
detained {o enable the police to make further 
inquiries. The charges a ses them read: 
Being members of a gang of well known armed 
robbers and meeting in the Rettlement for the 
purpose of raiding and looling the Yung Tai 
pawn-shopin Woochow Road on the 8th instant; 
also with shooting at, with intent to kill, and 
wounding a native soldier who attempted {to 
arrest them. 

The Court marked on the charge-sheet: 
“The Court highly commends the conduct of 
the police officers concerned.” ; 

The men are supposed to have arrived in 
Shangbai in the middle of last week, and it is 
believed that they first took up their quarters 
in Tongshan Road. Besides the members of 
the gang the tenant of the bouses in Park 
Road in which they were arrested was charged 
with harbouring them, but the Court let him 
off with a caution. The police succeeded in 
arresting another—the ninth—prisoner yester- 
day, a0 that half of the gang sre now believed 

to be in custody:

The Hon. Mr, A. W. Brewin, who presented 
the prizes and certificates, addressed the 
students, remarking that though the classes 
were discontinued n w they would be resumed 
again in Ovtober. The committee thought it was 

. only polite to the students who by their ability 
and industry had gained prizes to meet that 
afternoon and congratulate them upon their 
success, and whilst doing so to remember the 
founder of the evening classes. The students 
owed a debt of gratitude to H. E. Sir 
Matthew Nathan. Education was a subject in 
which he took the deepest interes! and they 
knew that when His Excellency took an interest 
in a subject he was not content to stand by and 
criticise but took more than one’s man share in 
the work, There was anothe gentleman whose 
name they should also remember, Mr. W. YW. 
Williams, who had drawn up the prospectus and 
the syllabus. They were fortunate in having at 
their disposal the services of a man with the 
requisite knowledge and experience, and the 
committee were now in a position to givea 
useful education in a variety of subjects, 
That afternoon he would only refer to one and 
that was Eoglish. He hoped that all ambitious 
Chinese would not rest with the knowledge of 
English they had acquired at the schools but 
that they would attend those evening classes 
for at least two years. No donbt some of them 
felt that they knew enough already but he 
hoped they would take the advice of those who 
were older and knew better. He remembered 
when His Excellency attended the English 
examination and heard the conversation between 
the examizer and a certain student Sir Matthew 
Nathan turned to him (the speaker) and 
remarked that he did not see why that student 
wished to come there. But Mr. Wong Tak 
Kwong differed from His Excellency and he 
hoped he would continue to attend those classes 
for another year. Before distriboting the 
prizes he would like to express his thanks to the 
Members of the teaching ataff for their kindness 
during the past eight months. His connection 
with the work was only temporary but he was 
glad to have had the opportunity of working 
with them. For the information of the public 
he would mention that 76 students had passed 
with credit, 50 students passed, and 108 received 
certificates for regular attendance. In all 
subjects the majority of the stadents,showed 
very good, attainments. :

PUBLIC GRIEVANCES. 

The fiat of the Public Works Depar! ment 
has gone forth that all the bouses in this city— 
they number over five tho usand—must ba while- 
washed within a month! A sense of humonr, it 
will be otserv:d, is sadly lacking ia oar P. W. D. 
It is all the more apparent when you note the 
ruinous state of many of the public buildings, 
and the public would like to see the Government 
showing the way more by example than precept. 
There is, for instance, the ruin used as the publio 
gaol, and also the &to. Agostinho barraoks at 
the top of Rua Central, both of which have bean 
condemned by former Directors of Pablic 
Works. The streets on which these buildings 
abut are always crowded with people and should 
they collaps>, we may expect to hear of loss of 
life as well as much Samage to pritate property. 

I may at the same time direct the attention of 
the authorities tothe unprotected slate of the well 
in the centre of the square at Baroa da Fructa. 
The stones that formerly covered the mouth of 
the well have long since been broken, and as 
the P.W.D. neglected a very obvious duty to 
the public who frequent the Square, some 
merciful Chinese have covered the month of the 
well with a big fowls’ cage to prevent anyone 
falling in. This'public notice of the matter, I 
hope, will induce the P. W.D. to give the matter 
its attention. 

THE PUBLIC GARDEN. 

It is satisfactory to be able to say a good 
word about one at least of our Government 
departments. Certainly the way in which our 
only Public Garden is kept is highly creditable, 
I doubt if anywhere in the Far East the traveller 
will find a Eublic Garden which excels Macao's 
San Francisco Garden. 

A NEW TAX. 

I foreshadowed in my Jast that in order to 
provide a fund for the payment of interest on the 
Joan for rebuilding the gaol new taxation would 
probably be necessary. The Leal Senado must 
be hard put toit when they begin by imposing 
a tax of 50 cents a month « n each bicycle kept by 
{ These dealers already pay to 
the Fazenda an annual license fee, and the new 
tax will not add to the coffers more than 
about two hundred dollars a year. Moreover, 
the tax will fall mainly on the soldiers and 
sailors stationed here, for they are the chief 
patrons of the dealers, and, of course, the latter 
will put up their prices to cover the amount of 
the new tax 

PLAGUE AND BRESUMPTION SCHEMES, 

The Government having completed arrange- 
ments for the resumption of the principal seat 
of the recent epi emiv of plague in the village 
of Mongha, cleared the entire area by fire last 
Wednesday, 

TAXATION AND DWINDLING TRADE. 

The business community is anxious to know 
what measures the Government propose to 
adopt to induce the Chinese Merchants to 
return to tue city, In consequence of the 
harsh treatment to which their families were 
subjected on the outbreak of plague, they 
left the city in considerable numbers, and the 
ever-increasing taxation of trade doubtless 
makes them hesitate to return. The sight of 
so many Chinese shops and private residences 
closed up is deplorable.

MORE TAXATION—AND A 8LUMP 
IN PROPERTY. 

During the temporary absence of Count 
Fernand+z from the Colony Mr. Asedo was 
invited to occupy his seat in the Leal Senadot 
At the last meeting of this body, Mr. Azedo pro- 
posed a series of resolutions for imposing addi- 
tional taxation with the approval of the Connefho 
de Provincia. A tax of 5 cants per:quare metre 
must be paid in respect of the site of each new 
building ; for erecting walls or fences 20 cents 
per metre ; on temporary walls or fences 5 cents 
per square metre. Licenses to repair walls, 
fences, &c., of any private residence or other 
building have to be taken ont at the following 
rates :—for 1 ‘days, 40 cents; for one month, 
$1.00; for three months, $3.10; for six months, 
$5.00 ; and for a year $10.00. Furthermore all 
yards and gardens attached to private houses 
are to be taxed at the following rates:—Not 
exceeding 100 square metres, $2.50; exceeding 
100 but not exceeding 20 square metres $5.00; 
exceeding 200 but not exceeding 300 square 
metres, $8.00; and for every additional 100 
equare metres, $3 00. 

As a result of these new {axes a heavy slump 
in the value of property in this “gem of the 
Orie nt”’ has set io. 

Another taxation grievance is that all appli- 
catio sfor licenses to open shops have to b 
sent to “ Senhor Esorivio da Fanzenda” in 
special envelopes cbtainable at a cost of 20 
cents and all applications in Chiness have to be 
accompanied by a Portuguese translation, which 
means additional expense. How can we hope 
to see business in the Colony revive when the 
Fazenda is doing all it can to kill it P 

ROBBERY ON TH& HIGH 8EAS. 

Sometime ago a robbery on the high 
sea near Taips was reported, and some 
people belonging to a junk were - reported 
missing. It subsequently came to the know- 
ledge of the police that some suspicious 
characters were living in certain orolie quarters 
in Macao, and they arrested fuuc men. When they 
were removing them to the gaol they were fired 
upon. One policeman being shot in the neck. 
The police turned on their assailants whom th y 
discovered to be three women armed wita 
revolvers. To-day His Honour the Chief Justice. 
Senhor Vidal, sentenced the womun who fired the 
shot to twenty years imprisonment in the 
Portuguese frican Colony. ; 

THE SANTA CASA DA MISRRICORDIA.

LAND ASSESSMENT. 


This Council bas disoussed the question of 
abatement of market values for purposes of 
taxation, and, after reference to reports of 
revious Land Assessment Committees, has 
Muad no specific safficient reason for so large 
a reduction, as 25 per cent., the rate heretofore 
obtaining. At the same time the members 
consider that, since there is a well-established 
prece dent, the Council should, have good reason 
for departing from the practice now in vogue. 

The increase in Land Tax since 1902 will 
under any circumstances be kesvy: one third 
was added in 1905; and, as regards the Central 
District, Messrs. Algar and Scott's re-valuation 
slmog: doubles the former figures. The Coun- 
cif is aware aleo that increase at the present

And it is th very reason which prevents the 
Dock Go., as at present constituted, {o ever ga 
oat of the moribund state into which it hae 
sunk, The capital of tha Co. was, ori zinally, 
Tia 2,200,000, and withoat the slightest addition 
to ita plant or property it was raised same years 
ago, by a stroke of the pen, to Tls 5 52 1 0u0. 

The plant being now obsolete the C unpany 
cannot compete with modern machine shops 
which will finish work in half the tims and 
at less oost than the Shanghai Dock is 
obliged to charge.

PIECE GOODS. 

Messrs. Noel, Murray & (‘o.’s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods trade, dated Shanghai, 
18th June, 1907, states:—With the nearer xnp- 
proach of the settling day, on which 80 much 
store has been set, the enquiry in our market has 
become quieter and buyers have found out what 
cargo importers hold and about the prices they are 
willing t) sell at, the net result being that there is 
a difference of two and a half to three inace a piece 
between the ideas of buyers and sellers. Such 
being the case nothing has been done, both heing 
willing to abide by the ruling of the market when 
business is resumed after the holiday, thaugh 
holders are strong in their expectations that they 
will not have to accept lower prices than they 
have named, Under the present condition 
of the home markets there certainly seems to be 
no reason why they should take anything below 
covering rates, which would then be less than 
the replacing cost. The reshipment of cargo to 
New York continues and seems to be having a 
very salutary offect on this market, an advance of 
two and a half to three mace having already been 
established. Early in the interval the wet 
weather bas interfered with them considerably. 
The news from Tientsin is that the country there 
is suffering from want of rain and the demand for 
consumption is very quiet at the moment. From 
Newchwang there is as yet no encouragement, 
while the Japanese traders established there are 
petitioning their Government to do something to 
alleviate the depressed state of affairs there. 
The agreement between the Chinese and Japanese 
regarding the establishment of a Chinese Cus- 
toms House at Dalny is published, and it is to be 
hoped will become a matter of fact before long 
now. Anything that will serve to relieve the 
unsatisfactory state of affairs up in that region 
will be welcomed by the trade. The only negoti- 
ations with Manchester seem to be with regard to 
Fancy Goads, but even their prices and terms of 
delivery appear to be prohibitive. Cotton, after 
advancing to 7.47d. in Liverpool for Mid-American, 
suddenly declined: to 7.22d., recovering at the 
close to 7.26d., futures beiug quoted 681d. 
Egyptian,after’advancing'rather, has settled dawn 
at l0§d. at the close. In New York October 
option is 11.78 cents and 11.88 cents fur January. 
In reply to a special inquiry regardins the prob- 
able future course of the market for American 
cotton. The New York house of a local firm 
wires. “In our opinion present prices will be 
maintained.” The stringency in the market 
there for domestics is caused by the scarcity cof 
labour, and the consequent curtailed production, 
and not the high price of cotton. Further return 
shipments have been published per the s8.8..Korea 
and Norman Prince, making the total quantity 
eo far: Shirtings 17,190 pieces, Sheetings 39,76u 
prices, Jeans 20,960 pieces, and Cotton Fiannels 
1,000 pieces. There are naturally numerous 
re-sales reported, but the prices are so unreliable

June 14th, 1907:—Although the approach of 
the “Dragon Festival’ setting day (15th 
instant) has exercised its usual restraint amongst 
the natives against fresh purchases from 
stock during the past day or two, there is 
a quiet undercurrent of strength pervadiog 
the market. and inquiry of a more or less 
marked character has emanated from nearly all 
the principal outlets during the interval, more 
especially from the Yangtze Valley and Ningpo, 
whilst Chefoo and Kiaochow have also parti- 
cipated. There has heen a strong demand for 
Drills, the stock of these goods heing dawn to 
moderate compass, and most qualities have shown 
a considerable rise in prices obtainable; a 
tentative inquiry for American Sheetings is 
also ia evidence, mostly for Newchwang, but there 
is little or nothing coming out from holders’ 
hands at values quoted, whilst the hesitancy on 
the part of huyers has resulted in some further 
reselling of stocks here back to America at values 
which show some dd. per piece improvement upon 
those of such earlier sales. Bombay Yarns have 
coutinued to rule firm, values having improved 
about one half tael during the week, but the past 
day or two has shown signs of the demand having 
been temporarily satisfied. Altogether the out- 
look is distinctly favourable compared toa few 
weeks ago, and the pulse of the market, as shown 
by ita agricultural state continues to beat ateadily 
towards improved internal demand.
